2. IN THE MEANTIME GUINEA HAS A) CONTINUED TO DENY CONAKRY 
TO TU 95'S (WITH ONE EXCEPTION THAT WAS EXPLAINED AS AN 
ERROR BY A SUBORDINATE) B) RELEASED 100 DETAINEES FOR 

POLITICAL REASONS, C) AND APPROACHED US AGAIN (MOST 
RECENTLY IN MAY) FOR PATROL CRAFT. HOWEVER THE GOG HAS

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OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN GUINEA IS IMPROVING. 

- WE UNDERSTAND THAT A FRENCH FIRM HAS AGREED TO SUPPLY 
ONE COASTAL PATROL BOAT TO GUINEA. WE BELIEVE THIS WILL 
HELP GUINEA TO DECREASE ITS DEPENDENCE ON THE SOVIET UNION.
